Canada held the world spotlight 
during the week just past because ot 
two outstanding international scenes 
enacted at Quibec and at Montreal, 
Interest of the National Capital as ot 
the world, centred in the confereace 
of Prime Minister Churchill, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Premier King at 
Quebec and later in the Montreal 
meeting of the United National Xe- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administr t- 
tino at Montreal, where 45 nations 
werd represented. 

In. two ways thes events illustrate 
the increasingly large role role tak- 
en by Canada in world affairs. /s 
Premier King stated at Quebec few 
would have visualized that on the 
fifth anniversary of this ‘dominion 
entering, the war, two such gather- 
ings would be held almost simultan- 
eously on Canadian soil. But aside 
from the fact that Cegnadian cities 
were chosen for these talks of 
supreme importance to al mankind, 
the place Canada was allotted in the 
proceedings was a tribute to the pro- 
gress in international influence tie 
Dominion has made. 

At Quebec it was officially an- 
nounced that Premier King sat in 
with Churchill and Roosevelt for the 
making of decision which will ‘gov- 
ern the future course of the war and 
ct all people everywhere after the 
war. 
was much more thian official host to 
the two great democratic leaders 
from outside this country. « 

The Dominion is vitally interested 
in a quick victory over Japan an in- 
telligent and amicable world readjust- 
ment after the war and in the fu- 
ture of Anglo-American _ relations. 
These were three of many important 
topic in the forefront of the Quebec 
talks. This Dominion also must Le 
one of the chief ‘supppliers of food.ug- 
ricultural machinery and othjer pro- 
duce and products for the re-estab- 
lishmemt of Jiberated’ or conqurerca 
nations devasted by more than fiva 
years of war. Canada’s place in the 
unprecedented program of UNNKA 
activities has been therefore  pio- 
perly been, and will be, a large one. 
International matters often have a 
remote sound to tha people in or- 
dinary walks of life.

False Loose Smut of Barley 


Last June, we published a 
description of “a third barley 
smut,” and we appealed to grain 
buyers, members of junior farm 
clubs and others to send in, for 
identification, specimens of what 
looked like loose smut, 

The response to our appeal was 
fairly good, and we are very grate- 
ful to those from whom specimens 
were received. Of 591 specimens, 
410 proved to be ordinary loose 
smut, and 181 were false loose smut. 

False loose smut becomesJess and 
less common from Fast to West. Of 
146 Manitoba specimens, 66 (44%) 
were false loose; of 295 Saskat- 
chewan specimens, 95 (32%) were 
false loose; and in Alberta, 20 
(18%) out of a total of 150 proved 
to be false loose smit. This can 
be explained, at least in part, by 
the fact that the practice of seed 
treatment increases from East to 
West. False loose smut can be 
ebntrolled by ordinary methods of 
seed treatment; but ordinary loose 
smut cannot. 86% of all Alberta 
specimens, 70% of all Saskatchewan 
specimens and only 47% of all 
Manitoba specimens were derived 
from treated seed. In other words, 
it looks as though Alberta may be 
keeping false loose smut down by 
seed treatment. 

It is also significant that of 85 
Newal specimens, only nine were 
false loose smut. Newal is con- 
centrated in Alberta. Of 99 Plush 
specimens, 49 were false loose smut, 
Plush is concentrated in Manitoba,

But 
the supply was another thing. Fre- 
quently the fourth person to enter 
the breakfast room found that ‘he 
supply of bacon was already ex- 
hausted! 

“Breakfast was really one of the 
tuugh meals, Porridge was availabie 
but there was no sugar and the milk 
was sky blue. There was one lump 
of sugar for your tea or coffee and, 
as I a not interqsted in sugar for 
my beverage, I found a little re- 
lief for my porridge by breaking my 
lump of sugar up into small pieces 
and scattering it over the porridge, 
But it did not go very far! Then you 
had a chpice of mushrooms, or an 
eratz sausage—with no meat in it, 
but somethinig which tasted like saw- 
dust—or dried eggs scrambled—ana 
that is really something, I did Gna 
some people who said that when pco- 
perly prepared the dried eggs were 
not too bad, but all Britons seem to 


be in agreement that they must be!

I témember the look of a 
waiter one noon when after looking 
over the menu, in a moment of dumb- 
ness I ordered an omelet. His look 
told me I had made a mistake, but 
I thought I would carry on through 
the experience of a dried: egg omelet, 
Never agairi. Getting back to the 
breakfast, you finished up with the 
inévitable roll and—perhfaps—about 
three- quarters of a teaspoon of mar- 
malade or jam There was butter— 
about as much as would cover the 
nail of your little finger and jabout 
as thick. 

The food situation .saemed to boil 
down into this. Therq was plenty 
to eat but it was very flat and mon- 
otonous. To- paraphase Tennyson, 
“It is a land where all things al- 
ways taste the same.” Lack of sea- 
soning’ and lack of sugar made a 
tremendous difference. Things that 
in peacetime are considered delicacies 


soon become nightmares, Take, for 
instance, the mushrooms, Aind the 
pheasant, the grouse, the guinen 


hen, the vension, we ate at dinner. 
No more of: those pleasq for me for 
many months. The sweets are some 
thing wonderful to look at but like 
Judy O’Grady jand the Colonel’s lady 
they werq all the same under the 
skin. 

Fruit, of course, was non-existent. 
‘The best that can be said of the Brit, 
ish food situation is that the diet is 
a healthy one and the supply am- 
ple But there is no pleasure in eat- 
ing there—even in the swank hotels. 
The average home has a pretty slin 
time at mealtime, if my observation 
and information are correct. The 
best meals we had were those in the 
army, navy and air force megse-, 
where we found the food generaliy 
very good indeed and 1a wide variety 
of it, 

During the trip I lost ten pounds. 
I suspact it was not because I did 
not have sufficient good food to cat, 
but because there is no pastry, little 
butter and little of those foods which 
increase the waistline.. Part of tha 
reason, too, was doubtless because 
during the period in Britain there 
was little time for relaxation. Any 
fat one put on was quickly worked 
off! 

‘ Overheard in the breakfast rooin 
of a London hotel, one waitress au- 
dressing another in a loud whisper 
which could be hgard in every corner 
of the room: “If he loves me as 
much as he says he does, why should 
I have to share him with somebody 
else?” Love afafirs apparently meet 
the same snags in wartime Britatn 
fas in Canada, 

A Wing Commander from Toronto 
one morning asked me if I would do 
him a favor when I returned to Can- 
ada. ‘Go into Murrays iand order a 
double order of griddle cakes and 
maple syrup end eat them for me.” 

Travelling in Britain is an exper- 
ience. The trains are as crowded as 
they arg here. There are very few 
diners and evenyone packs their own 
sandwiches and thermos bottles. If

ss Will | Need Horses 


Canada Will Play Large Part In 
Supplying Europe 
Canadian breeding stock may play 
a large part in re-building the live- 
stock herds of Europe when the war 
is over. Particularly in the restor- 
ation of farm power, the horse will be 
required, and some idea of the com- 
ing demand for horses may be gained 
from the estimates of the declining 
numbers of horses in the various 
countries since the war began. It 
is estimated that the numbers of 
horses in Britain, Holland, and Bel- 
gium have been reduced by half, in 
Russia by one-third, and that only 
one-third of the original numbers of 
horses has been left in Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Jugoslavia, and 
Greece. Germany, by plundering the 
other nations, is believed to have as 
many horses, if not more, than when 
the war began. However, say the 
authorities, the task of supplying 
farm power to help in the restoration 
of agriculture in the devastated 
countries is going to be a tremen- 
dous one and is expected to result 
in a strong demand for Canadian 
horses for some time to come.

The Chinese News Service says tea 
experts are looking forward optimis- 
tically to the revival of China’s tea 
trade after the war. 

China has wide tea-producing areas 
and the production of tea has not 
been severely hit by the war. 

They believe that Chinese tea will 
enjoy a booming market three or four 
years after the war when China’s 
seaports are reopened. 


Channel Island Farmers May Have 
To Import Dairy Cattle 


The Channel Islands are famous 
for their dairy cattle, particularly 
Jerseys and Guernseys. That has 
been the breeding ground of pure- 
bred stock for centuries. Every pure 
Jersey and Guernsey outside the 
Channel Islands has an ancestry that 
can be traced back to there. 

The inhabitants of the Channel Is- 
lands almost make pets of their 
cattle. When the Germans invaded 
the islands many of the small farm- 
ers shot their cows rather than let 
them fall into enemy hands. The 
Nazis carried away thousands so that 
their milk and butter might feed their 
own people. 

Recently, a number of refugees 
from the island of Alderney met in 
London to consider what they can do 
to restore their herds. In a letter 
to the Times, Henry Gauvain, chair- 
man of the Alderney relief organiza- 
tion stated that restoration of the 
original herds, if at all possible, is 
essential as they attain their full 
perfection in their native island 
alone. Future generations, he con- 
tends, should be exported therefrom 
if their peculiar characteristics are 
to be maintained and improved. There 
was no tuberculosis among the island 
herds and surgical tuberculosis of 
bovine origin does not exist unless 
contracted elsewhere, 

The people of the Channel Islands 
will not relish the idea of importing 
stock from Britain, or from Canada 
and the United States, but if they 
discover that their herds have been 
so thinned that they need outside 
help, they will find that outside 
breeders will not only be glad to help 
them, but that the stock is abso- 
lutely pedigreed.—_St. Thomas Times- 
Journal, 


Australia Has Plans 
Scheme Would Give The Common- 
wealth A Great Air Base 
The commonwealth government is 
planning a post-war airline scheme to 
bring any place in Australia within 
24 hours’ travel of any other place. 


|It has a plan to establish 22 centres 


linked by trunk services, each serv- 
ing a 300-miles radius by air or sur- 
face transport. 

Airdromes are available, the R.A.- 
A.F. will provide the trained person- 
nel and only 18 modern air liners 
will be required—not many, more than 
are already in operation.

Saving In Space 
Square Milk Bottles Are Used In 
Many United States Cities 

After a year’s trial, the innovation 
of square milk bottles in quarts and 
half-pints at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, and 
other cities in the United States, has 
proved a success. Basis of the change 
from round milk bottles was the de- 
sire to conserve cold storage space 
and to increase truck loads. It was 
found that about 45 per cent. more 
milk could be stored and consider- 
ably more milk be carried in trucks 
by using new cases, more compact 
and lighter in make than the conven- 
tional type. These cases require 
about one-third less space inside the 
truck and save much work and time 
to the driver. Grocers and retailers 
say that they can put 386 square 
quarts on a refrigerator shelf that 
held only 25 round bottles.

Damage Was Slight 


Paris Suffered Much Less Than Lon- 
don From Air Bombing 


More fortunate than London, the 
city of Paris was spared the fate of 
heavy damage from the air. 

British, Canadian and United 
States bombers have flown over and 
around it hundreds of times but held 
their blows for military targets. 

Bomb damage was confined almost 
entirely to the suburban industrial 
districts at a minimum cost to civil- 
fans. The big railroad yards, air- 
fields and the vast Renault Motor 
Works and ‘its subsidiary plants were 
the scenes of greatest destruction. | 

Two_of the best examples of the! 
devastation caused by the Allied) 
bombers—an indication of how large 
sections of Germany must now look! 
are the Renault works on the 
mammoth Villeneuv-St. Georges | 
southwestern edge of Paris and the!

The Renault factory is a mass of 
wrecked and burned out buildings 
and twisted steel. 

A Paris newspaper said the bomb-| 
ing never caused the plant to shut, 
down completely, but “obviously!

Has Proved Success 


Combined Immunization Against 
Whooping Cough And Diph- 
theria Is Advised 
Studies show that infants can be} 
immunized successfully against diph- | 
theria and whooping ccugh at the 
same time, The Health League of 
Canada reported, quoting an article} 
by three Illinois investigators in The 
Journal of the American Medical) 
Association, 
“Because diphtheria and whooping | 
cough are most prevalent and serious 
in the first years of life, it seemed 
logical that immunization against the | 
two diseases should be attempted at 
the same time .. .” the investigators 
are quoted. The report is based on 
injections given 649 infants averag- 
ing eight months in age. Three 
doses were given each child. Three- 
Week intervals between doses yielded 
a higher percentage of immunity re- 
sponses than dosage one week apart. 
Ninety-seven per cent. of the children 
on the three-week-interval dosage 
tested immune to diphtheria and 72 
per cent. had high immunity tests for 
whooping cough. After a stimulating 
dose of pertussis vaccine, the whoop- 
ing cough percentage rose to 95, 
Reactions were transient and usually 

mild. 

The three investigators said that 
“No infant so injected during the past 
five years ... is known to have con- 
tracted either diseases.”
